AACBC Prexy 
Tells Pros To 
Settle Feud 


AMES, Iowa—The president of 
the American Association of Col- 
lege Baseball Coaches, L, C. (Cap) 
Timm, has issued a challenge to 
professional baseball to sit down 
at a “peace parley”. 

Timm issued his challenge in 
response to a plea by The Sport- 
ing News and John J. McHale, 
general manager of the Detroit 
Tigers, for co-operation between 
"Stance and collegiate base- 


In a page one story of The 
Sporting News McHale, a gradu- 
ate of Notre Dams, proposed a 
round-table conference between 
professional baseball leaders and 
college leaders who have had pro 
experience, such as Red Rolfe, 
former Yankee star and new Dart- 
mouth director; Fred Linstrom, 
former Giants’ star and now 
Northwestern baseball coach and 
Dick Siebert, ex-Athletics’ ace and 
now Minnesota baseball coach. 


' COLLEGIATE and _profes-sion- 
al baseball long have been feud- 
ing over the raiding by profes- 


willing to sit down and discuss an 
agreement with professional 
ball,” declared Timm, who also is 
Iowa State head baseball coach. 
“But now it is up to professional 
ball to come forward with a con- 
crete suggestion. i 

“What breach -there is was 
established two years ago when 
the pros abrogated the non-raid- 
ing agreement without any previ- 
ous negotiation. 

“We are willing to re-negotiate. 
But apparently the pros are not. 
They have shown no willingness 
to sit down and talk things over, 

“I am very pleased to learn that 
The Sporting News has issued a 
plea for co-operation. Perhaps 
with Mr. Spink’s (J, G. Taylor 
Spink, publisher of the baseball 
paper) leadership, professional 
baseball will put aside its selfish- 
ness and seek to re-establish an 
agreement with collegiate base- 
ball. 


“J AM VERY interested, also, 
in Mr. McHale’s proposal. None 
of the men he mentioned is on 
any special AACBC committee 
designed for this purpose. But 
they are all,highly-regarded mem- 
bers of the AACBC and they have 
our interests at heart. 

“Most certainly collegiate basé- 
ball owes nothing to the pros. In 
spite of their unwillingness to 
establish a proper agreement, col- 
legiate baseball has grown and 
prospered until now there are al- 
most 700 schools fielding teams— 
a much greater number than all 
the major and minor league 
teams of professional ball.” 

Timm said he also was inter- 
ested in McHale’s suggestion that 
collegiate baseball extend its 
schedule into the summer. 

“Summer baseball for colleges 
may come sooner than most of us 
expect,” Timm declared. “There 
is much talk about summer base. 
ball in line with the increased de- 
mands for extending the college 
year.” 

Timm added: “All of us in col- 
egiate baseball want peace with 
pro baseball. But it was profes- 
sional baseball which ended the 
agreement. It is up to-them to 
make the peace now.”

First Shift For A Hitter?

MANHATTAN COLLEGE, where the famed seventh 
inning stretch first was invented, now comes up with an- 
other first. 

They claim to be the first collegiate team to have a 
“shift” thrown against one of their hitters. Hunter College 
came up with the shift in an attempt to stop Howie Pierson, 
the Metropolitan Conference’s leading hitter last year with 


Hunter moved its rightfielder to mid- 
center. The right field alley was left com- 
pletely open. Both the leftfielder and cen- 
terfielder played as deep as possible. That 
put two outfielders in centerfield, the right- 
fielder playing in short-field.

A GOOD MANY playing fields are laid out incorrectly. 
Many fields make it extremely difficult for the batter because 
of the direction of the sun. 

' To avoid this situation you should place home plate in 
the northwest corner of the playing field. 

Now there are two more areas which cause much diffi- 
culty in preparing a baseball field. One is the skin area of the 

infield and the other is the 
grassed area... 

To begin with you should 
build a foundation for the skim 
area and the basepaths of clay 
top-soil or brown clay. Fill 
about five inches deep. I’ve 
found that a good way to cush- 
ion and waterproof the infield 
is to scatter about 1/8 of an 
inch of lake sand over the clay 
surface:. Then mix the sand and 
clay to a depth of about 1/2 
inch. By rolling and dragging 
you cam be sure to get the sand 
“thoroughly mixed. with the 
clay. 

Grassing the field presents 
special problems in. different 
areas of the country. In the 
western areas Bermuda grass 
will give you the best turf base. In. other areas you should 
build a good base of Kentucky Blue Grass. 

A LOT OF GRASS fields are ruined. because proper care 
is not given them. The turf should be weeded. regularly, 
watered and also should. be fed with. reeommended. chemicals. 

Collegiate coaches should: check regularly to see that. 
their fields are getting the proper care by groundskeepers 
on the campus. 

I’ve often been asked. the best way to build a proper . 
pitching mound, It seems. that. the pitching mound gives the 
most trouble to persons building new parks.
